TEN PER CENT. TO THE GOOD. 

For the time at least, Alberta will have to be 
content with a trifling fraction of the reduction 
that was hoped for in freight rates on grain to 
Pacific ports. The Railway Commission, one 
member dissenting, has decided that a cut of ten 
per cent. is all that is warranted. That will be 
disappointing to the farmers of the province, and 
to the public generally. It does not equalize the 
rates east and west, and thus place the Alberta 
farmer on a footing with his Manitoba contem-

gateway will be 131-2 cents. Directly a cent and 
a half per bushel is added to the nominal value 
of the Alberta farmer’s wheat. On a crop of 4,000 
bushels the increase is $60, a sum quite worth 
while to the owner of a moderate-sized farm. 
Calculated on the 150,000,000 bushel crop with 
which the province is credited the aggregate 
cain to the growers is $2,250,000. 

That the farmer can actually ‘‘cash in’ 
this paper increase at face value is doubtful. The 
whole wheat crop of the province cannot be ship- 
ped westward. There are not the facilities at the 
ports to handle it. Nor is the Vancouver market 
devloped sufficiently to be able to buy and place 
that amount of grain. At whatever price differ 
ence, a good share of the Alberta crop will have to 
go to Ft, William. But a considerable proportion 
of it should be marketed via Vancouver, and the 
growers enabled to collect the benefit of the 
cheaper haulage. 

At least the new rate provides a new and very 
substantial reason why Alberta should give active 
and steady support to the demand for ample 
elevator facilities at Pacific ports, If and to what 
extent our farmers are not able to take advantage 
of the lower rate now established to those ports, 
that will be because there is not the terminal 
machinery necessary to handle the amount of 
grain they have toship. Hitherto there has been 
only a difference of a half cent per bushel be- 
tween eastward and westward rail rates, too 
small a spread to induce any lively westward 
movement. The spread hereafter will be twe 
cents per bushel, a difference quite large enough 
to make it worth while for the Alberta wheat- 
grower to press for the construction of Pacific 
terminal facilities which will enable him to use 
the western route to the full, and pocket what can 
be saved thereby. 

To what extent the reduction will divert Al- 
berta wheat westward this year remains to be 
seen, It cannot revolutionize the whole market- 
ing system and draw the bulk of the crop to the 
Pacific. That for the reason that the grain simply 
could not be got through the existing elevators. 
But it should he)p materially to turn the current 
of the movement toward the western outlets. 
There is now an inducement for the Alberta farm 
er and dealer to ship to Vancouver, which there 
was not before. Last year some twenty million 
bushels of wheat were marketed through Van- 
couver. With the increased elevator accommoda- 
tion there, and the incentive of the lower rate, the 
amount this year should be doubled at least. 

Premier Oliver of British Columbia takes the 
optimistic view that the present ruling is only a 
temporary one, and that a further reduction may 
be looked for. Unfortunately the finding as set 
forth by the majority members of the Commis- 
sion does not encourage that hope. They declare 
in effect that because certain rates prevail to Ft. 
William is no reason why corresponding rates 
should prevail in the other direction, even under 
similar conditions as to grades and the cost of 
railway operation. Just why is not made at all 
clear by the argument. Unless the railways are 
robbed when they are compelled to haul wheat 
from Edmonton to Ft. William, 1280 miles, fur 
15 1-2 cents per bushel, it seems tolerably certain 
that the farmer is robbed when he is charged 
131-2 cents for hauling his wheat from Edmon- 
ton to Vancouver, 620 miles. 

At least the point is conceded that rates from 
Alberta points to Pacific ports. should be lower 
than rates to Ft. William, operating conditions 
being approximately the same, It is now a ques 
tion of how much lower. The new rate is a sub- 
stantial reduction, though an altogether inade.- 
quate one. This concession has been gained by 
effort. It would not have been made if it haa 
not been demanded. There is reason to suppose 
that contipued pressure will bring further redve 
tions. Wire drawn legal argument aside, the fact 
remains that the railways are making moncy 
hauling wheat to Ft. William at 151-2 cents per 
bushel from Alberta. That being the case, they 
can make money by hauling grain from Alberta 
in the other direction at the same rate per mile, 
where operating conditions are not notably dif- 
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STANDING PAT. 

Premier Poincare says France does not need 
any help from Germany to govern the Ruhr; that 
as things are going the Allies will be receiving 
coal from the mines of the district before the end 
of the month; and that if Berlin has anything to 
say on the general question of reparations he will 
be glad to hear it. Which seems to show that the 
French memory is good. Paris is not taking 
chances on Berlin being anxious to help it collect. 
It has had dealings with that party before.

AT IT AGAIN. 

China is to have another war, or another in- 
stalment of the same one. Dr. Sun Yat Sen has 
declared hostilities against Tsao Kun, on the 
ground that Tsao won the recent election by brib- 
ery. The last heard from Dr. Sun, some months 
ago, was that he had taken to a gunboat for the 
excellent reason that his army had been put out 
of commission. Seemingly he has found means 
to raise another and to resume the argument. 
From the distance his claims seem to entitle him 
to sueceed. That he will do so is not so certain. 
If Tsao got into power by bribery there is a 
chance that he will be able to keep himself there 
by the same means, as he can turn the proceeds 
of the whole tax machinery into the campaign 
fund. The far eastern republic seems to be a good 
deal like the empire it succeeded. 


A WIDER MARKET. 

The first annual show of stoeker cattle is being 
held in Calgary this week. More than eight hun- 
dred steers were entered , fewer than expected, 
but enough to indicate that the cattlemen of ths 
province are taking an interest in the venture and 
that there is an opportunity to build up a show 
of large proportions and real usefulness. A not- 
uble feature was the fact that ranchers in the 
southern districts were on hand to buy feeders 
grown on northern farms. That is a reversal of 
the course of things in some previous years, when 
every fall there has been a migration of stock 
from southern ranches to northern farms. The 
Yeason of course is that the season has been favor- 
able in the south as elsewhere, and there is feed 
available for more cattle than the ranch-owners 
had on their ranges. Conditions for the beef. 
producing branch of agriculture are accordingly 
sharing in the general beterment resulting from 
the heavy yield of hay, grain and roughage. 
There is plenty of feed in the north as in the 
south, and the farmer who has good stockers to 
sell has thus a wider market in which to do busi- 


PRACTICAL PATRIOTISM. 

Canada is hardly likely to make extensive use 
of the offer of the British Government to finance 
public utility enterprises in oversea Dominions on 
condition that the materials be bought from Brit- 
ish firms. We have a good railway equipment 
already in operation, and are not likely to launch 
new projects of magnitude for some time. Harbor 
facilities have been provided, and are being pro- 
vided, without straining the national credit. Elec 
tric railway systems and other local utilities have 
been created by private enterprise and as muni- 
cipal undertakings, without difficulty. In these 
matters Canada is fortunately able to take care 
of its own needs. The offer of the British authori- 
ties is good business from their standpoint end 
from that of younger states needing improy>- 
ments which they cannot finance upon their own 
resources satisfactorily, and while Canada does 
not require that particular kind of help it may 
be found useful in other quarters of the far-flung 
Empire. Where the arrangement is applied there 
will of course be mutual benefit. The younger 
country will be aided in development and the 
older one will be able to provide employment for 
more of its people. Material interests between 
the old and new lands will thus be multiplied and 
the bonds of inter-dependence will be strength- 


ened,
